“(3) Where it is proposed to hold an inquiry , 
the Disciplinary Authority shall, frame definite 
and distinct charges on the basis of the allegations 
against the Officer employee and the articles of 
charge, together with a statement of the allega¬ 
tions list of documents relied on along with copy 
of such documents and list of witnesses along with 
copy of statement of witnesses, if any, on which 
they are based, shall be communicated in writing 
to the Officer employee, who shall be required 
to submit, within such time as may be specified by 
the Disciplinary Authority (not exceeding 15 days), 
or within such extended time as may be granted 
by the said Authority, a written statement of his 
defence :—■ 

“Provided that wherever it is not possible to furnish 
the copies of documents. Disciplinary Authority 
shall allow the Officer employee inspection of such 
documents within a time specified in this behalf ;

“(10) The Inquiring Authority while ad¬ 
journing the case as in sub-regulation (9), 
shall also record by an order that the 
Officer employee may for the purpose of 
preparing defence—• 

(i) complete inspection of the documents as 
in the list furnished to him immediately 
and in any case not exceeding 5 days from 
the date of such order if he had not done 
so earlier as provided for in the proviso 
to sub-regulation (3); 

(ii) submit a list of documents and witnesses; 
that he wants for the inquiry : 

(iii) give notice within ten days of the order 
or within s >ch further time not exceeding 
ten days as the Inquiring Authority may 
allow for the discovery or production of 
the documents referred to in item (ii). 

Note : The relevancy of the documents and the 
examination of the witnesses referred to in item 
(ii) shall be given by the officer employee con¬ 
cerned. 

Foot Note :—The amendments to the Principal
